Prorogation Will Not Occur 
Until Middle of June 


THE INCOME TAX QUESTION 


Dudley Holman Deluged With Letters 
on Richeson Case—New Legal Sys- 
tem on Compensation—A General 
Slamming on Public Utilities Bill— 
Bearing Hard on Lomasney—Demo- 
cratic Roll of Honor 


“Jimmy” Kimball, clerk of the 
house, who is always on the job, 
remarks reflectively that the house 
leaders from Mr. Cushing down ex- 
pect to wind up the affairs. of the leg- 
islature within the next two weeks. 
But thatis almost too good. It is 
almost ai safe prediction that 
those members of the general court 
who expect to attend the national 
conventions in Chicago and Baltimore 
will have to leave their duties at the 
state house. 

There are so many possibilities re- 
maining for the legislation that it will 
be June 15 anyway before prorogation 
will be in sight. The railroad ques- 
tion all by itself would be enough to 
make the time uncertain. A few 
more days of real hot weather will 
do a lot toward winding things up. 

Holman Pays For Ideas 

Dudley Holman still continues to 
receive bright ideas avout the Rich- 
eson case through the mail for which 
ideas he is frequently compelled to 
pay postage. svidently many people 
neglected to read in the newspapers 
about the disposition of the matter. 
Holman is literally deluged with 
suggestions and even cartoons. One 
of the most interesting of the cartoons 
received is a picture of a young 
woman, probably representing Jus- 

‘tice, with one hand pointing to the 
electric chair and the other to a 
little chapel, the idea being that the 
condemned man should be permitted 
to preach to convicts rather than meet 
the sentence imposed upon him by the 
court. Unfortunately that sugges- 
tion arrived too late, but the cartoon 
has received a place of honor in the 
collection. 

Holman is now settling the affairs 
of the secretary’s office for his new 
place on the industrial accident board. 
He has been one of the most efficient 
secretary’s that a governor could 
wish for and it has been an easy aa- 
ministration in which to be secretary. 

As a publisher and an employer he 
goes on the board with a fine ex- 
perience and with the promise of giv- 
ing the commonwealth excellent ser- 
vice in a new field of endeavor. 

New Legal System 

As a matter of fact the board as 
soon as confirmed began to prepare for 
tts important duties. These are to 
settle disputes for injury claims with- 
out recourse to law. The Massachu- 
setts law has had two whole years ot 
careful and technical discussion and 
it is probably today one of the best 
drafted compensatin laws of any 
American state; © The decisions of the 
board for the five years will be of the 
utmost importance. They will estao- 
lish a new system of caring for per- 
sons injured in the course of their 
employment and those decisions will 
be followed and commented upon not 
only here but in other states for all 
time. In spite of the adverse New 
York decision the workingmens’ com- 
pensation act has come to America to 
stay and Massachusetts has met con- 
stitutional difficulties by carefully 
worded and studied law which shall 
cut down lawsuits and provide im- 
mediate relief. 

Income Tax Questions 

Professor Charles J. Bullock has no 
hope of the passage of the income tax 
resolve this year, in spite of the stress 
that Go®ernor Foss has laid upon it 
as an administrative measure. The 
resolve is the same as the one defeat- 
ed last year. It provides that there 
shall be a constituional amendment 
permitting the legislature to fix the 
rate of taxation upon incomes. 

Mr. Bullock has been the governor's 
expert on taxation for two years. He 
has served as adviser in taxation 
matter at the state house for many 
years. He states that this taxation 
change is sure to come. So great is 
the demand for non-taxable securities 
now that trustees are forced into buy- 
ing some very doubtful things which 
happens to be non-taxable under our 
law. The one great argument for 
tne income tax is that it induces the 
holders of securities to come forward 
and declare them. Present taxation 
rates amount to nearly 50 percent of 
income, while the income tax would 
be between 5 and 10 percent. 

One of the governor's experts is 
Professor Bruce Wyman and between 
the professor and the governor on the 
one side and the New haven road and 
the committee on railroads on the 
other side the railroad situation is 
growing more complicated every mo- 
ment. 

It looked easy one day when Wyman 
printed a page story in the Boston 
Transcript fnd the governor followed 
with a merger bill which the New 
Haven had agreed to accept. But 
now the knives of all the world have 
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been sunk into the bill and it 
have to go to another session. 

The railroad committee slammed 
the public utilities bill which the New 
Haven unwillingly had agreed to ac- 
cept. The chamber of commerce 
slammed the merger which the rail- 
road committee had agreed to accept. 
The governor slammed the railroad 
committee because the utilities bill 
was not there. Then the railroad 
commission slammed the trolley mer- 
ger bill so that it went to the house 
from the committee on ways and 
means in a dying condition. 

There is still an impression that 
some definite railroad legislation may 
get by this year, but the close observ- 
ers cannot see it that way. Those 
who read Professor Wyman’s articles 
got the impression that there was a 
private understanding between the 
governor and the New Haven, but 
this absolutely is not so. 

“The Tempter” 

“The Tempter from Ward 8” is 
what City Affairs, the organ of the 
Goo-Goos, calls Martin M. Lomasney. 
.f what it says in the current issue is 
good reading for Boston it is equally 
good reading for other parts of the 
state. Listen: 

“mvery statesman from up the state 
has some pet measure or other, and 
the temptation is subtle to throw 
overboard the interests of the Capital 
City for some little thing which his 
immediate district calls for. So the 
tempter from ward 8, who pever 
sieeps, trades the votes of the Boston 
Democracy, who, with certain ex- 
ceptions, are mere political puppets, 
in return for the support of the coun- 
try statesmen.” 

And again: 

“It would be a great improvement 
in the conduct of public affairs if 
some encouragement could be made 
for giving proxies. Many of the 
Democrats and some of the Republic- 
ans might then file their proxies with 
Lomasney, and remains at home.” 

The above statements represent 
what the Goo-Goo organ thinks of the 
members of the legislature who come 
to Boston with their pet bills. 

Roll of Honor 

But City Affairs finds that there 
exists a rol: of honor at the state 
house even imong the Democrats. 
And so it prints the names of Demo- 
crats outside of Boston who, it says, 
had the courage to oppose the Bos- 
ton machine on the bill to reorganize 
the school committee. The names 
found on the list: Thomas Davies of 
Holyoke, Edward Fisher of West- 
ford, Frederick J. Grady of Dedham, 
Joseph h. Parker, Jr., of Woburn, 
Frank H. Pope of Leominster, Louis 
O. Rieutord, of Southbridge, John C. 
Sanborn of Lawrence, Alexander 
Sedgwick of Southbridge and Henry 
D. Wright of Rowe. 

Pop and Uncle 

“Pop” Gifford of Westport is al- 
ready a candidate for congress in the 
district now represented by “Uncle” 
Greene. Between “Uncle” and “Pop’ 
the campaign ought to be worth 
watching. Both are about the same 
age and size and weight. Both are 
eloquent and appealing. Uncle Billy 
has a very good grip on his district 
and was one of the few who did not 
get disturbed at the last congressional 
elections when everything looked dark 
blue and Uncle Joe Cannon was de- 
feated—almost. “Pop” is a merchant 
and a farmer and a mason, He was 
deputy sheriff for six years and has 
for two years been on the committee 
on fisheries and game. He is this 
year on the ways and means commit- 
tee, but that is not the reason why 
the state tax is going to be $7,000,- 
000, 


Peters Sees Foss 

One of the interesting things re- 
cently was the visit of Congressman 
Peters of Boston to the state house 
where he had a long conference with 
Governor Foss. When he came out 
he wore a “Fossforus” button and a 
wide open smile. Peters is an Un- 
derwood man. He says that Oscar 
Underwood is the real leader of the 
house and that he is the strongest 
candidate in sight. Of course he is 
not against the favorite son candi- 
dacy. But outside of that he is with 
the southerner with northern parent- 
age. 

What he said to Governor Foss must 
have been pleasing for the governor a 
few moments later appeared himself 
with the happiest smiles. 

Incidentally it may be remarked 
that George Harlow, the governor’s 
political secretary, still insists that 
the ticket is Foss and Blank. But 
there is to be no second place for 
Massachusetts. 

The governor, whatever his illu- 
sions may be, is not telling them to 
anybody. But there are certain ele- 
ments of policy in the railroad and 
taxation problem that would make 
him an extremely good candidate for 
re-election as governor of Massachu- 
setts. 

Cal Does a Good Job 

“Cal” Coolidge of Northampton is 
putting a few touches upon Honest 
Tom Hisgen’s bill to drive out the 
wicked trusts and it looks as if the 
Hisgen bill would soon be some Diil. 
There is no weak confidence on the 
part of Mr. Coolidge that legislation 
will cope with the trust evil, espe- 
cially such legislation as this state 
may enact. And his amendments 
provide that after the wicked trust has 
been “busted” it shall not forever 
thereafter be forbidden to do business 
within the commonwealth, but that it 
shill stay 80 long as it promises to be

The Quarantined at Norwich 
Academy Unprovided For 


TAINTED MONEY UNWELCOME 


Supplies of Camp Are Exhusted— 
Students Threaten to Break Quar- 
antine—Neglect to Pumigate Causes 
Trouble—No ‘Heads Seem to Be 
Wise Heads—Situation Is Long on 
Talk and Short on Action 


Northfield, Vt., May 21.—With 
supplies almost gone, unable to buy 
any more, and held under strict quar- 
antine because of the discovery of two 
severe cases of smallpox, 200 stu- 
dents and instructors of the Norwich 
university are facing a food famine. 

No arrangements were made to 
furnish them with food when the 
quarantine was established. The stu- 
dents left the regular college build- 
ings when the board of health. or- 
dered the confinement and are des- 
perate in their tents on the campus. 
The food supply has been practically! 
exhausted and the students declare 
their intention of breaking the quar- 
antine unless something is speedily 
done, 

Neither money, clothes or bedding 
have been fumigated through some 
oversight and the townspeople fear 
an epidemic if they break into the 
town. Attorneys ..ave been consulted 
over the telephone and litigation 
against the state is promised. 

The situation grows worse every 
hour and no one seems to know when 
it will be corrected. 


OFFERS HIS DAUGHTER 


Man Willing to Make the Sacrifice to 
Save Richeson From the Chair 

Boston, May 21.—J. S. Emery of 
Whitman was arrested by State De- 
tective Joseph B. Daly in the execu- 
tive department in the state house 
and will be sent to Austin farm for 
observation as to his sanity. 

Emery went into the executive de- 
partment and announced that he 
wished to confer with Governor Foss. 
Daly asked his name and Emery said 
he was sop and that he was the man 
closest to God. He announced a tew 
days ago he had a vision in which he 
was commanded to slay his 9-year- 
old daughter in order that Richeson 
mignt be saved. 

The visitor was taken to the office 
of Deputy,George C. Neal of the state 
police and examined. He said that 
God had forbidden the taking of any 
murderer’s Hfe. He was willing to 
sacrifice his daughter to save Riche- 
son, not for the sake of Richeson, 
but in order that the word of God 
might be saved.

This was the startling message en- 
closea in the imitation bombs which 
Aviator Arch Freeman of the Atwood 
park school dropped in on Fort Banks, 
Fort Heath and the battleships Rhode 
Island and New Jersey during his 
sudden raid on the government de- 
fenses. 

And when the army and navy men 
saw the great white blotches of fiour 
made in the fort gun pits in front or 
the arsenals and on top of the range 
finding station, as also fore, middle 
and aft on each of the battleships, 
they said just what Colonel Slaker of 
Fort Banks said:

SENATOR CRANE 
OUT OF CONTEST 


Announces the Field Is Open 
10 All Ambitious 


Washington, May 22.—Senator 
Winthrop M. Crane of Massachusetts 
announces that he will not be a candi- 
date for re-election to the United 
States senate before the primarieg in 
his state next autumn. 

His statement follows: 

“Some months ago I definitely de- 
cided not to become a candidate for 
re-election as United States senator, 
but I intended to defer making a 
statement to that effect until after the 
Republican national convention. 
Theré is, however, a _ proposition 
pending in the Massachusetts legis- 
lature for the nomination of United 
States senators substantially] similar 
to the existing law relating to the 
nominations of candidates for the 
presidency, representatives in con- 
gress and state elective offices. If 
this proposed law is enacted, a much 
earlier campaign for this office will 
be necessary and I tnerefore make 
known my position at tuas time in or- 
der that those who-may be interested 
in becoming candidates may have the 
fullest opportunity to have their can- 
didacies considered. 

“In making public my decision not 
to become a candidate again I wish 
to assure the people of Massachusetts 
of my deep appreciation of the loyal 
support and confidence which they 
have always given me.” 

Senator Crane’s term in the senate 
expires March 3 next. He was ap- 
pointed to the United States senate 
on Oct. 12, 1904, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Senator Hoar, 
and took his seat in December of the 
same year. He was elected by the 
legislature in January, 1905, to fill 
out the term, and was re-elected to 
serve the full term of six years in 
1906. .

RIGHESON FAGES 
SUPREME JUDGE 


Slayer of Avis Linnell Passes 
Beyond Power of Appeal 


HIDEOUS GRIME 1S AVENGED 


The Linnetl Tragedy Ended at 12:17 
a. m.—Richeson Spent a Peaceful 
Day—Walked Firmly Between the 
Two Ministers to the Chair—Evi- 
dently a Painless Death—A Chron- 
ology. of Richeson’s Life 


Boston, May 21.—Clarence V. T. 

Richeson has ceased to live, life hav- 
ing become extinct at 12:17 this morn- 
ing, in the execution chamber of the 
state prison at Charlestown. 
‘The slight pressure of a finger by 
an unknown and unseen hand, sent 
Jeaping, through the body of the con- 
demned men, the silent, swift and 
merciful method of modern execu- 
tion, the electric bolt, and with an 
unfelt, but visible quiver of the 
muscles, ended the fitful life of the 
former minister. : 

Society has exacted and Richeson 
has paid the penalty for one of the 
most atrocious and revolting and pre- 
mediated crimes ever known in the 
history of our commonwealth. The 
murderer of Avis Linnell, the charm- 
ing little choir singer of Hyannis, 
Mass., was but the capsheaf of a life 
of hypocritical deceit, double living 
and immorality, from the days of his 
youth, cloaked by a pleasing exterior, 
marked ability and the official position 
and cloth of a christian denomination, 

No criminal case, springing from 
common sources and everyday -sur- 
roundings, has ever held greater or 
more widespread attention than has 
this case, and regularly, but unwil- 
ingly, through a peculiar fascination, 
the great majority of people have fol-. 
lowed every develooment o1 the case 
from the first faint whisper of suspi- 
cion, until their eyes have fallen upon 
these death announcing lines. And a 
great sigh of relief goes up, that the 
suspension is ended—that forever the 
case of Clarence Richeson uow rests 
with the God whom he solemnly prom- 
{sed on the sacred altar of his faith 
to serve earnestly and conscien- 
thously. 

With Chaplain Stebbins on one side 
and Dr. Johnson on the other, Riche- 
gon walked into the death chamber 
with bowed head. He léaned but 
slightly upon his companions and 
walked with a firm trea-. 

As he took his seat his eyes were 
closed and he either miscalculated 
the distance. or suddenly weakened, 
for he sank, down suddenly with con- 
siderable force. He showed no other 
sign of weakening to the end, 

The current was turned on at 
12:10:02, and the prisoner was an- 
nounced legally dead at 12:17. 

It would not be true to write that 
Richeson met his fate without fear. 
He shuddered at the chair, his voice 
trembled as he invoked the aid of 
Rev. Mr. Johnson in prayer, and 
again a shudder passed over him as 
the guards placed him in the chair 
and began the strapping of his legs, 
arms, body and head. 

Just before the signal was given 
that was to send the young man into 
the kingdom of the unknown, his lips 
moved, but what was said could not 
oe heard. Then came the signal, the 
fleath shock; the close of the Linnell 
tragedy. 

For an instant only were there any 
indications of life in the body of the 
pecupant of the avenging chair. so 
far as indications might be accepted, 
Richeson’s death was so instantaneous 
that it must have been absolutely de- 
void of suffering or agony. 

It was 12:10 when the first voltage 
was sent through the body. It was 
followed by a second and then after 
a wait of five minutes life was pro- 
nounced extinct. 

Resigned to his fate Clarence Virgil 
Thompson Richeson awaited in calm- 
ness in his cell at the death house yes- 
terday the supreme ordeal—his call to 
the electric chair. 

In prayerful quietness, broken in- 
fermitently by the singing of hymns, 
he waited, with the little coterie of 
his death watch, for the final word 
last evening. 

The body is to be shipped to the 
birthplace of Richeson at Ambherst, 
Va., where it will be buried in the 
lamily lot, to comply with the re- 
quest of Richeson.

Barnes of New York has consulted 
him with an idea of having the sena- 
tor allow his name to be put forward 
at the Chicago convention as a com- 
promise candidate for the presidency.

Senator Crane 


Nearly two years ago, in conversa- 
tion with the writer, Senator Crane 
stated that he should not again be a 
candidate for United States Senator 
from Massachusetts, and  notwith- 
standing long continued importunity 
by many of his friends, the Senator 
has refused to change his mind and 
stand again for the high office which 
he has so ably filled. His announce- 
ment therefore occasions no surprise 
among his friends who have so long 
known his wishes. That it occasions 
regret, which will be widely shared 
when people appreciate what a tre- 
mendous loss is coming to Massachu- 
setts by his retirement, may be stated 
in the fullest possible terms. 

Massachusetts has had great orators 
in the list of those who have served 
her in the nation’s highest legislative 
body. She has had men there whose 
fame as statesmen, diplomats, and de- 
fenders .of the Massachusetts faith 
among therstates of the nation, have 
brought luster to her name. There 
can be no heroics written around the 
name of Senator Crane, and in these 
days when the man who can make the 
loudest noise attracts the most at- 
tention and seemingly secures ‘the 
most support, he does not find a place 
in the list of men around whom “the 
peepul” rally. He and his friends 
may well rejoice in this failure of his 
to have his measure taken by the 
noise he can make, and history will 
record its estimate of his character 
in all the years in which he has served 
Massachusetts as Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, Governor, and Senator by the 
standard of deeds, not words. 

By this standard, no man of all the 
many whose places are fixed securely 
in the Massachusetts Hall of Fame 
will ever secure a higher place than 
that which will be given to Senator 
Crane. A rich man, he has never for- 
gotten the minutest and simplest de- 
mands of the most insignificant cit- 
izen of the Commonwealth in his leg- 
islative action. As a rich man, he 
has been called upon to consider the 
great interests of the wealthy, and in 
this consideration his action has been 
such as to lead his colleagues who 
know his character best so far as it 
relates to legislative work, to give 
him credit for never considering per- 
sonal desires in passing upon great 
public questions affecting the inter- 
ests of the rich. He has been accused 
by cheap men of Massachusetts with 
being a senator defending “the in- 
terests,” and Massachusetts may well 
thank God that he has been there and 
defended the interests as he has seen 
them; as for example the interests of 
a great nation whose highest pros- 
perity could only come by safeguard- 
ing the job of the poorest miner with 
the same business sagacity as he safe- 
guarded the interests of the legitimate 
mine operator, when he settled the 
miners’ strike; or the interests of a 
great state when as Governor he 
settled the Boston teamsters’ strike, 
not only for business prosperity but 
for the right to toil secured to the 
teamsters themselves, and Massachu- 
setts has cause to repeat this thanks- 
giving in connection with” many other 
local problems adjusted through the 
wisdom, skill, and ability of Winthrop 
Murray Crane. 

Senator Crane’s service will close 
next March... It is not surprsing that 
he retires. The limelight has never 
been attractive to him, and his ser- 
vice has not been dependent upon or 
inspired by the noisy call of the mul- 
titude, or any insistent demands made 
by the so-called “ progressives.” The 
fakir in politics does not appeal to 
him, for his wonderful ability to know 
and understand men has always given 
him a keen insight into the true char- 
acter back of much of the faking in 
politics, and led him to understand 
the animus which prompted much of 
the activity among disappointed and 
disgruntled office seekers, cloaked as 
they may be for the time being as 
progressives, regulars, or greenback- 
ers, or Socialists. 

Massachusetts will miss Senator 
Crane. A few of the cheap political 
blatherskites will take unction to 
themselves that they have “driven 
him out of office.” He can well af- 
ford any suggestion of this sort, and 
his friends will not resent any such 
statentents, knowing the facts. It is 
true, however, a serious truth, that 
the action of some men not fitted to 
loosen the shoes of many able, high 
minded, and noble public servants, 
who have devoted years of their lives 
to building into the American nation, 
statesmanlike action and high minded 
patriotism, are being driven from pub- 
lic service, because they are sick and 
tired of just such abuse, from just 
such sources as Senator Crane has 
quietly endured for the past year. 
It is even more serious that such 
criticisms, slanders, and present day 
methods are keeping out of any at- 
tempt to take the places of those who 
are retiring, the very best among our 
American citizenship. 

Senator Crane’s position in Massa- 
chusetts was made secure by his ser- 
vice as Lietttenant Governor and Gov- 
ernor. His position in the nation has 
been made secure by his conscien- 
tious and high minded service as a 
United States Senator. High and 
honorable as these two records are, 
Massachusetts will welcome him back 
to his more commanding position as 
her most distinguished citizen, with 
the homage of a quiet love and con-

A Memorial Day Thought 


There is no problem affecting the 
patriotic life of the country so timely 
for consideration this week as the 
lessening interest taken by the rising 
generation in Memorial Day. 

We are rather glad that there was 
considerable Southern resentment to 
a statement made by a Northern 
speaker at a recent public meeting in 
Boston, in which some sectional feel- 
ing was engendered. We are glad, 
because there is no longer a call for 
any reference whatever that should 
arouse sectional feeling in connection 
with the struggle to be commem- 
orated next Thursday throughout the 
country. 

But, after all, one cannot help won- 
dering whether it is going to be pos- 
sible to keep alive the enthusiastic 
patriotism associated with the strife 
between the two sections of the coun- 
try, and not have some feeling back 
of it. It ought not to be difficult. We 
have for a long time relied upon the 
stories of the war and the enthu- 
siasm and patriotism which inspired 
the men who did their share to pre- 
serve the Union. This doesn’t any 
longer fire the young mind as it used 
to, and even in the lessened use of 
popcorn, peanuts, and _ full — sized 
cocoanuts, there would seem to be a 
little less Memorial Day spirit with 
each recurring anniversary. 

We cannot ignore the old time fire- 
side influence as the chief factor in 
keeping alive this enthusiasm, but as 
we have said many times, that is lack- 
ing very seriously in the present day 
American life. We cannot ignore 
the natriotic observance which our 
schools are having every year, but 
some way or other, they don’t get 
the children up to the right pitch to 
make of them enthusiastic Ameri- 
cans. We cannot ignore the public 
seryice coming once a year as it will 
come on Thursday as a contributing 
help. These are all important aids to 
the work of making patriotic citi- 
zens, but they don’t quite reach the 
full measure, and in the fact that they 
don’t quite reach, would seem to us 
to be the problem ahead of the pat- 
riotic citizens of the country at the 
present time. 

Perhaps the church isn’t doing 
quite enough. Perhaps the public 
school may wisely do more, but cer- 
tainly something is needed to kill the 
spirit of sneering cynicism which 
leads so many, from the young up to 
the middle aged to discount character, 
to underestimate service, to forget all 
the self denial, to ignore the admon- 
itions of their elders, and to believe 
themselves all in all, superior to the 
teachings,. leadings, and_ services’ 
given to us by men who have made 
‘he nation in which we live, what it is.

Piling up Taxes 


Mayor Fitzgerald does well to call 
the attention of the other mayors in 
the Commonwealth to the state tax, 
but we are inclined to think that he 
has a pretty important duty right at 
home to perform if he would do. his 
share in reducing increasing expen- 
ditures of the Commonwealth. The 
writer never recalls a single instance 
in which there was an opportunity 
to spend money, where there was not 
a practically united support for that 
proposition by the representatives of 
the city of Boston, and he remem- 
bers with considerable interest (in 
with one of these distin- 
guished representatives upon the un- 
animity with which the members 
from Boston supported every call for 
spending money,) the retort of the 
member, which was as follows: “You 
can’t spend money without giving 
somebody something to do, and we 
are after all the work along public 
lines that there can possibly be, be- 
ing willing to run our risk of getting 
a little of that money in the hands of 
our constituents.” 

In commenting upon the possible 
1912 tax, the good things the Mayor 
says are as follows: 

“Permit me to call your attention 
to the theatened increase in the State 
tax, which, if present indications are 
a safe guide, is likely to reach the 
unprecedented total of $7,500,000. 
This is $2,000,000 more than the tax 
levied upon the cities and towns of 
the Commonwealth last year and 
means for Boston alone an increase 
in the tax levy, which was already a 
heavy burden to carry, of approxi- 
mately $700,000. The other cities will 
be similarly affected in proportion to 
their valuations, 

“T find from a carefully prepared 
estimate that the appropriations al- 
ready made or rendered necessary by 


| legislation enacted will exceed the es- 


timated revenue by about $4,000,000. 
The estimated revenue for the year 


lis $10,151,795, while the total appro- 


priations authorized amount _ to 
$14,438,779. The appropriations which 
are pending and bills now under con- 
sideration which involve appropri- 
ations may call for an additional 
$3,000,000 unless the pruning knife is 


| applied unsparingly.” 


These are figures which would bet- 
ter be impressed pretty generally 
upon the minds of the citizens of 
Massachusetts, few of whom realize 
what the problem of indirect taxes 
really is which the people must face 
very soon if we are to reduce one of 
the big contributors to the present 
high cost of living. Some day the 
officials of the state are going to in- 
form the average man in the state 
what he is buying and what it is 
costing him, through the state tax. 
When this is done the men who make 
appropriations will be more econom- 
ical or lose their jobs.

Still Scoring for Gov. Foss 


Again in connection with taxes, we 
commend to Massachusetts citizens 
the vetoes of Gov. Foss during the 
past week. We don't agree with his 
veto of the Councillors Salary bill, 
in the suggestion he makes of abol- 
ishing that body, for we consider it 
a mcst useful counter to the Gov- 
ernor, whoever that gentleman may 
be. So far as refusing to approve 
an ircrease in their salary, that ts 
ood. ;

From the time of the raising of the 
curtain upon Flora, Pomona, Ceres,

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READY FOR OCCUPANCY 


Formal Opening of Home for Aged 
to Take Place June 1 


The year’s at the spring, 
The hillside’s dew-pearled; 
The lark’s on the wing, 
The snail’s on the thorn; 
God’s in his heaven— 
All's right with the world, 

The tender young leaves on the 
trees, the fragrant spring flowers, and 
the voices of the happy children re- 
mind us that once more we are lib- 
erated from the grasp of freezing 
blasts. What more fitting time could 
there be for welcoming to the Ando- 
ver Home for Aged People the dear 
ones who, as the infirmities of age 
steal on, seek refuge under its hos- 
pitable roof. 

In May, 1890, the corporation was 
organized, James B. Smith, president, 
having among its charter members 
Annie Sawyer Downs, Phebe A. 
Chandler, Mary A. Roberts, Susan 
E. Abbott, Mary A. Johnson, Profs. 
Park, Churchill and Bancroft. In 
May, 1912, the corporation takes 
pleasure in announcing the Home 
established and ready for occupancy. 

The treasurer’s first report an- 
nounced the sum of $35.25 as having 
been contributed. At the last annual 
meeting the trial balance gave these 
figures: $38,561.55. This astonishing 
increase in numbers came about in 
this way. On March 7,1906, the man- 
agers of the Home received the fol- 
lowing announcement: By the terms 
of the will of Mrs. Helen I. Coburn 
the following bequest was made— 
unto the Andover Home for Aged 
People twenty-five thousand dollars. 
It is further stated in the will that 
this gift together with certain others 
was made in memory of Mrs. Co- 
burn’s father, John Smith, Those 
who have worked and waited and 
prayed for specified objects will un- 
derstand what this message meant to 
the men and women who clung to the 
idea of the Home through all the 
discouraging years previous. In 
February, 1908, the Charity Ball for 
the beneht of the Home, a very bril- 
liant affair, showed how he&rtily the 
town endorsed the object, and netted 
the substantial sum of $724.87, to 
which Mrs. J. W. Barnard added five 
hundred dollars in memory of her 
husband. Other gifts followed. Peo- 
ple who didn’t understand the situa- 
tion clamored for the establishment 
of the home. In spite of the generous 
gifts, the income has never been suf- 
heient to support a Home. In other 
towns, homes for the aged people 
have been established with much less 
capital, but it has been the wish of 
the managers of the Andover Home 
for Aged People that the public 
should not be called upon to contrib- 
ute for the yearly support of the 
residents as a necessity, only giving 
for their own edification and growth 
in grace. Recently, however, the op- 
portunity for purchasing a desirable 
house, coupled with the need of sev- 
eral.applicants, emboldened the man- 
agers to proceed. 

The house is most attractively sit- 
uated on Punchard avenue, away 


‘from the fioisv traffic of Main street, 


but near enough for tired eyes to 
watch the mad racing of motors, the 
flittings to and fro of hundreds of 
young people, and many other en- 
trancing sights. The Home has on 
the first floor, living-room, library, 
dining-room, matron’s room and well 
equinned kitchen, with laundry in 
the basement; five bed-rooms on the 
second floor and opportunity for two 
more, if needed, on the third floor. 

No words can give any adequate 
idea of the time, thought and work 
that the committee, Mr. Campion, 
Mrs. Charles E. Abbott and Mrs. 
Stackpole, have expended on the re- 
pairs and furnishings of the Home. 
Mrs. Herbert W. Lewis of Everett 
~s been secured as *matron, and 
brings to the work a clear head. kind 
heart and willing hands. On Satur- 
day. June 1st, the Home will be for- 
mally opened. At three o’clock 
there will be a short religious ser- 
vice of thanksgiviny conducted by 
Rev. Mr. Wilson, followed bv a brief 
history of the Home by Dr. FE. M. F. 
Sanborn. Tea will he served from 
four to six. The public are cordially 
invited to inspect the house and par- 
take of the cup that cheers but not 
inebriates.

Dancing and Theatres 


Solomon said that there was a 
time to dance. He did not say what 
time, nor did he say that dancing was 
a good kind of amusement or recrea- 
tion, All young creatures like jump- 
ing and dancing if they are in health. 
Just watch a kitten and see how it 
enjoys playing tag. All who have 
seen lambs skipping and jumping on 
the heather braes of Scotland have 
enjoyed the lambs at. their quadrille. 
I am trying to say something about 
dancing because I have just read 
about the solemn, serious fathers and 
brethren of a good church discussing 
in solemn conclave whether dancing 
was scriptural or unscriptural. <A 
young woman danced and asked in 
payment the head of John the Bap- 
tist and had the head brought to her 
on a big dish. The cther day a 
young woman climbed the stairs of 
Bunker Hill monument, walking on 
her toes, for a wager. Women seem 
to be great on dancing, chiefly, I sup- 
pose, because their clothes are seen 
to good advantage on the ball room 
floor. It may be noticed that un- 
educated nations are much given to 
dancing. We have all read of the 
Indians having grand dances. Danc- 
ing is like many other things, a good 
thing in its proper place. Every boy 
and girl should be taught to dance 
and also at the same time taught what 
they call deportment. 

How few people walk as they 
should do; walking is by far the best 
exercise, both for body and mind. 
Horsebackriding is next best. Auto- 
mobile riding is not so good for the 
health as walking; only old infirm 
folks who are not able to walk should 
take the chances of being killed auto- 
mobile riding. Walking has become 
a fashionable fad for women; in Eng- 
land a friend of mine (she is now 
three score and ten, and a queer thing 
is that she is proud of her age now) 
walks five or six miles daily, making 
calls on her friends. Lord Chester- 
field wrote a book called “Advises 
to My Son,” and one remark this 
queer lord makes is: “ Never walk 
fast with your arms flying like a wind 
mill. Never walk slow like a snail; 
a gentleman never walks like a 
slouch. I know a gentleman by the 
way he walks.” Chesterfield, I sup- 
pose, was too gallant a gentleman to 
say anything about how a lady should 
walk, but what he said about walking 
is also correct as to the way a lady 
should walk. If our young folks, es- 
pecially our boys, were taught de- 
portment and dancing they would 
know how to come into a room, how 
to sit on a chair, and be taught to eat 
with a fork. 


Especially is dancing and deport- 
ment needed in our Sunday schools. 
Just notice a ten or twelve year old 
boy come into the Sunday school. 
tHe comes in hop, step and jump, sits 
down as if he was a bag of flour 
thrown on the seat, makes spitballs 
to throw at any one near him, puts 
out his tongue and makes faces at 
his teacher. As he leaves the school, 
in company with a lot more who have 
not been taught deportment, the hop 
step and jump business and pushing 
for the door is to me simply barbar- 
ous. If they were taught dancing 
and deportment they would be more 
likely to have a quality now lacking 
in their make-up, namely, reverence, 
a quality which would be useful to 
them in every relation of life. 

Dancing like many other good 
things can be made a bad thing, and 
dance halls have been truly called 
“dancing hells.” 

It would be easy to write a score 
of letters on amusements. The 
theatre today is simply a place of 
amusement. When we went to the 
theatre sixty years ago the idea was 
not only to be amused but to be in- 
structed; we wanted to hear how the 
actors pronounced such words as 
fury, complisance, revenue, etc. We 
wanted to hear Hamlet talking to 
the eravedigger in the churchyard. 
We liked to hear Portia’s words when 
she says “The quality of mercy is 
not strained,” or Macbeth crying out 
“Lay on MacDuff and damned be he 
who first cries ‘Hold enough.’” We 
heard Jenny Lind sing “John Ander- 
son, my Jo,” and 


“Oh, this is no my ain hoose, 
I ken by the biggin’ o’d; 
There’s bow kail grows at our door 
cheek, 
And thristle on the riggin’ o’d.” 


We heard Sims Reeves at his best 
when he gave us “The Anchor’s 
Weighed,” and for an encore sang 
“Sally in our Alley.”  Santley, with 
his grand flexible bass voice sang the 
“Stirrup Cup,” and Madame Patti 
made us shed tears as she sang 
“Home, Sweet Home.” ; 

Don’t say that I am foolish enough 
to think that everything. was better 
long ago. We had cock-fighting in 
our parish school-room at New Year’s 
time and in those days

Sale of Wild Game to Be Prohibited 


The most important game legisla- 
tion ever enacted in New England 
has now become law. The people of 
Massachusetts, tired of legalizing the 
extermination of migratory game 
birds have now stopped it so far as 
that state is concerned. A few years 
ago the sale of grouse and woodcock 
was. stopped, and now the sale of all 
game birds will be prohibited Janu- 
ary I, 1913. 

The principal causes of the extinc- 
tion of game birds are spring shoot- 
ing and the sale of wild game, both of 
which have been eliminated from the 
Bay State. A determined, sustained 
and successful effort to prevent the 
repeal of the present law forbidding 
spring shooting was followed by a 
well organized and determined battle 
to stop the sale of game. People in 
all walks of life were at last aroused 
to save the birds and the people were 
successful. 

The non-sale law was passed by 
large majorities and Governor Foss 
approved it. In thus following the 
lead of New York which passed a 
similar law last year, Massachusetts 
has closed another of the great 
northern markets, only a few of 
which are now open to the sale of 
wild game. This great movement ex- 
tending from state to state, must soon 
result in the closing of all the great 
markets, for which, at least fifty per- 
cent of our came birds are killed an- 
nually. This, however, will not stop 
the sale of artificially propagated 
game in the market, but will encour- 
age the raising of certain kinds of 
game on the farms of the country 
and the sale of hand-reared game in 
the markets under restrictions im- 
posed by the Commissioners’ on 
Fisheries and Game. 

The rearing of game for the mar- 
ket is a new industry in this coun- 
try which will develop eventually to 
tremendous proportions, because the 
demand is unlimited. 

There are farms now in England on 
each of which eight to ten thousand 
pheasants or wild ducks are reared 
annually. There are many thousands 
of game farmers there and more than 
twenty thousand game-keepers. There 
is a ~reat demand there for eggs for 
hatching, birds for propagating pur- 
poses, and young birds for game pre- 
serves, and all the surplus birds are 
taken by the market demand. Those 
who can raise game birds here will 
soon find it a remunerative industry. 
Wood ducks and some species of 
pheasants are selling for twenty-five 
to thirty-five dollars ner pair for pro- 
pagating purposes. Pheasants’ eggs 
sell at from three to six dollars per 
dozen. The demand for Mallards is 
increasing. The man who can solve 
the problem of producing quail or 
grouse in large numbers has a fortune 
within his grasp. There is a good 
demand for guinea hens, Belgian 
hares and deer. The task is not easy, 
but success will be well rewarded, and 
the time will come when private en- 
terprise will produce more game in 
this country than nature ever could 
supply. 


Plans for Northfield Conference 


Beginning next month the North- 
field Conferences will celebrate their 
thirtieth birthday. A special feature 


this year will be a morning Bible 
class. which will meet ‘throughout 
July and August, with the following 
teachers: Rev. F. B. Meyer of Lon- 
don, Prof. Charles R. Erdman of 
Princeton, Dr. James A. Francis of 
Boston, and Dr. G. A. Johnston Ross 
of Montreal. 

In addition to the Summer Bible 
School, six distinct Conferences are 
being arranged; the Summer term at 
Mount Hermon School, with special 
Bible lectures, is already in progress. 
The Conferences extend from June 
21 through August 18. The college 
men will meet first, under the leader- 
ship of Drs. John R. Mott, Robert E. 
Speer, G. Glenn Atkins, Cleland B. 
McAfee, D. S. Cairns of Aberdeen, 
and prominent Y. M. C. A. men. Spe- 
cial sessions for preparatory school 
boys, divinity students and Chinese 


students are being arranged. The 
Young Women’s Conference, two 
Women’s’ Missionary Conferences 


and a school for Sunday school work- 
ers will occupy July. A feature will 
be a study of the New China, con- 
ducted by Dr. I. G. Headland, one of 
the missionary leaders of that coun- 
try, who was prominent in the 
“World in Boston” movement. Other 
speakers will be Drs. Speer, Francis, 
Atkins, John McDowell, Cornelius 
Patton, Mrs. Helen B. Montgomery, 
and Miss Margaret Slattery. 

The climax of the summer will be 
the General Conference, August 2 to 
18. Series of meetings for ministers, 
laymen and children are being 
planned; the chairman, W. R. Moody

A pair of blankets was 
bought by the Guild and a mattress, 
quilt and food were supplied by pri- 
vate subscription.

A Napoleon

We were talking about money mak- 
ing as a talent. I mentioned the case 
of Spangler. 

Spangler and I were schoolmates. 
He was always wanting to trade some- 
thing and invariably came out with 
the best of the bargain. He was a 
miniature multimillionaire of the pres- 
ent day, a sort of whirlpool sucking in 
all things that came within a certain 
radius. _We boys at the school could 
not figure out how he did it.

By the time he left school he had 
all the jackknives, tops, marbles, kites 
and other such boys’ belongings. He 
went to tke high school, and though he 
didn’t capture any prizes he took away 
all the best tennis rackets, footballs 
and hockey skates. He got through 
with his education when he was nine- 
teen, and those of his class who didn’t 
go to college, but went into business, 
were suprised to hear that Spangler, 
instead of learning something about 
mercantile affairs, was going in at 
once to be a full fledged - producer. 
And when they heard what he was 
going to do every one smelled revenge.

I told my father about Spangler’s 
move, and he said: “It is impossible 
to raise chickens and eggs at a profit, 
because the farmer, with’ whom you 
must compete, will not look upon 
his chickens as an asset, In other:

When I read this circular all my 
fdeas of revenge diffused like vapor. 
I saw his scheme. But surely the har- 
dy sons of toil in the country would 
not be taken in by this cheap device. 
I ground my teeth together and wait- 
ed. Presently I got another circular 
stating that 50 per cent of Spangler’s 
chickens had been sold and the ring 
had not been reported found. The re- 
maining half were still for sale, but 
the price had been doubled. 

What nonsense! Pay $2 for a chick- 
en that might possibly have swallow- 
ed a diamond ring! I couldn’t belleve 
that any more farmers would be guiled, 
especially since this ridiculous price 
had been put on a chicken. But they 
were. Spangler sold 40 per cent of 
the remaining chickens at $2 each, then 
raised the price on the remaining ten 
chickens—skin and bone—to $5 apiece, 
taking three old roosters himself.
